MINISTERS'  CONFERENCE. 

The  Ministers'  Conference  was  called  to  order 
by  President  M.  J.  Derrick.  “O  Happy  Day,"  was 
sung.  Prayer  was  offered  by  N.  W.  P.  Bacon,  of 
Itta  Bena.  The  devotions  were  led  by  J.  F.  Tull, 
of  New  Albany.  Prayer  was  offered  by  J.  A  R<> 
gers,  of  Amory.  Sung  "There  is  a  Fountain." 

Dr.  J.  A.  Taylor  was  elected  President  and  S.  A 
Wilkinson,  Clerk.  Martin  Ball  was  elected  Press 
Reporter.  Dr.  E.  C.  Dargan,  editor  of  the  Sunday 
School  quarterlies  of  the  Sunday  School  Board. 
Nashville,  Tenn,  was  requested  to  speak.  He  re¬ 
ferred  tenderly  t  ohis  early  life  and  Seminary  ex¬ 
periences.  Martin  Ball,  of  Clarksdale,  led  the 
Convention  in  prayer. 

Rev.  E.  J.  Caaswell,  of  West  Point  discussed  the 
subject,  "Maintaining  Public  Worship.”  He  gave 
several  ways  by  which  we  can  maintain  public  wor¬ 
ship.  The  most  important  thing  Is  to  preach  — 
Let  the  sermon  be  first — A  strong  sermon  will  at¬ 
tract  a  congregation.

He  said  that  preaching  God's  Word  Is  getting 
God  s  truth  in,  and  then  to  get  God's  truth  out  A 
good  Inlet  and  a  good  outlet  All  the  pricking  is 
more  or  less  expository.

The  following  statement  was  adopted 
by  160  missionaries  at  Ruling,  China,  In  August, 
and  a  committee  was  appointed  *o  secure  the 
signatures  of  others.  The  radicalism  which  has 
vexed  the  churches  at  homo  Is  making  Its  assault 
on  young  mission  churches  now,  aad  this  lellver- 
ance  of  the  missionaries  on  the  fluid  shows  that  the 
isdlcals  are  abutted  by  some  foreign  mission  boards 
The  man  who  does  not  know  that  the  time  Is  fully 
tip'  p  us  when  mission  Boards  must  '.akq  the  great¬ 
est  care  In  inquiring  into  the  doctrine;  views  of 
c:  i. (Mdates  for  missionary  appointment  has  indeed 
a  limited  Knowledge  of  both  the  things  which 
some  schools  are  teaching  missionary  volunteers 
and  thj  trouble  which  the  men  of  unseasoned  faith 
are  Stirling  up  on  mission  fields.  Mission  boards 
lire  under  no  more  solemn  obligation  to  the  men 
and  women  r.n  the  fields  who  are  jealous  for  the 
gospel  and  wish  faithfully  to  represent  the  men 
and  women  at  home  who  have  love  enough  for  It  to 
to  finance  It.  than  th,.y  are  to  send  out  those  only 
who  will  faithfully  re-enforce  such  men  and  wo¬ 
men.  It  should  never  have  been  necessary  for 
faithful  missionaries  to  appeal  to  home  Societies 
to  protect  them  and  th(.  cause  from  such  untem- 
pered  missionary  material  as  some  who  have  been 
sent  to  the  field.  The  man  who  is  disdainful  of  the 
.faith  can  do  far  less  harm  here  at  home  than  on 
the  mission  fields.

We  therefore  present  the  following  program : 

PROGRAM  4.  To  this  end  we  desire: — 

(1)  To  unite  In  prayer  that  God  may  so  direct 
this  movement  as  to  arouse  the  Church  of  Christ 
to  its  deep  need  of  a  firmer  grasp  on  the  funda¬ 
mentals,  and  a  fresh  realization  of  the  power  and 
sufficiency  of  the  simple  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  which  has 
been  blessed  of  God  since  the  beginning  of  mission¬ 
ary  work. 

(2)  To  promote  the  circulation,  reading  hnd 
study  of  the  Bible,  trusting  that  its  Divine  Author 
will  use  this  movement  as  a  testimony  to  its  Inte¬ 
grity  and  authority. 

(3)  To  prepare  and  circulate  llterature  and  text¬ 
books,  witnessing  to  the  fundamental  truths  of  the 
Bible. 

To  represent  to  our  home  boards  and  sup¬ 
porters  the  vital  importance  of  accepting  for  mis¬ 
sionary  service  only  such  candidates  as  will  handlc 
aright  the  word  of  truth.  To  help  in  finding  and 
securing  the  election,  upon  the  faculties  of  our 
Christian  institutions,  of  such  men  and  women  as 
will  uphold  the  Christian  fundamentals. 

(6)To  arrange  for  deputation  work  and  occasion¬ 
al  lectureships  looking  to  the  convincing  presenta¬ 
tion  of  the  fundamentals  of  the  Christian  faith; 
and  to  make  these  available  to  Christian  educa¬ 
tional  Institutions,  thus  helping  to  counteract  by 
positive  teaching  any  attempts  to  Influence,  by  text 
books,  or  otherwise,  students  and  church  leaders 
towards  beliefs  and  activities  contrary  to  sound 
doctrine. 

(6) To  maintain  sound  teaching  in  theological 
seminaries  and  Bible  schools  and  prevent  divisive 
influences  in  the  same,  specially  on  such  cardinal 
truths  of  the  Bible  as  are  now  being  attacked, 
e.  g.,  miracles  and  the  atoning  sacrifice  of  Christ, 
and  to  seek  means  by  which  able  exponents  of  the 
"faith”  may  reach  the  present  and  future  leaders 
of  thP  Chinese  Church. 

(7) To  ensure  that  those  who  faithfully  uphold 
the  principles  herein  set  forth  may  be  adequately 
represented  on  mission  and  union  eommlttecs  and 
in  other  movements  and  organizations.  To  secure 
the  appointment  by  missions,  churches,  and  organ¬ 
izations  of  such  delegates  to  the  proposed  NA¬ 
TIONAL  CHRISTIAN  CONFERENCE  of  1921  as 
will  most  faithfully  uphold  the  standards  herein 
Set  forth,  and  otherwise  influence  the  Conference 
In  the  interests  of  evangelical  truths. 

(8)  To  promote  all  measure  for  the  deepening  of 
the  devotional,  evangelistic,  and  missionary  spirit 
in  all  Christian  enterprises.'-'

'  Every  man  according  as  he  purposes  in  his 
heart,  so  let  him  give."— Scripture  reading:  Mai.  1 
3:7-11,  Matt  28:28,  2  Cor.  8:1-6,  1  Cor.  16:2. 

As  God's  children  we  ought  to  search  His  word 
and  find  what  he  would  have  us  do  and  then  have 
enough  grace  and  gratitude  in  our  hearts  to  do 
his  biddings.  Every  thing  that  he  would  have 
us  do  Is  taught  In  his  word.  By  the  study  of  the 
Scripture  we  find  our  duty  very  clearly  taught 
in  regard  to  financing  Gods  Kingdom. 

In  2  Cor.  8:6,  Paul  tells  us  that  the  members 
of  the  churches  of  Macedonia.  "First  gave  their 
own  selves  to  the  Lord."  This  |,  the  first  step 
every  one  of  us  need  to  take.  We  need  to  be 
honest  with  the  Lord.  We.  are  not  our  own,  we 
have  been  bought  with  a  price. We  belong  to  him 
who  bought  us,  so  the  first  thing  needful  with  us 
Is  to  give  him  ourselves  to  be  used  as  he  wishes 
to  use  us. 

Even  the  casual  reader  of  the  scriptures  will 
see  that  the  Lord  has  always  had  leaders  among 
his  people.  Whenever  he  has  called  his  people 
to  do  any  thing  he  gave  them  a  leader.  So  in 
this  duty  to  be  performed,  he  has  done  likewise. 
The  second  step  in  this  God-given  duty,  is  to 
respond  to  leadership.  In  2  Cor.  8:5,  Paul  tell* 
us  that  they  gave  themselves  unto  the  Lord  and 
unto  Us  by  the  will  of  God.  It  is  our  duty  to 
respond  to  leadership  "By  the  will  of  God.” 

The  third  thing  needful  is  to  purpose  In  our 
heart  to  give  unto  the  Lord.  In  2  Cor.  9:7,  we 
are  told,  the  Lord  would  have  his  people  to  have 
a  fixed  purpose  on  this  question  of  financing  his 
Kingdom.  If  we  do  not  have  such  a  purpose  we 
are  not  likely  to  do  our  whole  duty  In  this  matter. 
We  may  call  this  pledging  if  we  wish  to  do  so. 
The  pledge  needs  to  be  made  in  our  heart  and 
will  be  very  helpful  for  It  to  be  put  on  paper. 
Then  this  purpose  should  be  carl-led  out,  the 
pledge  should  be  paid. 

The  question  naturally  arises  in  our  minds 
as  to  how  much  wc  should  give.  Let  the  scripture 
settle  this.  1  Cor.  18:2,  we  read,  “As  God  hath 
prospered  him.”  But  what  part  of  the  prosperity 
should  we  give  is  a  question  that  has  bothered 
many  Christian  people.  Shall  we  decide  this 
question  apart  from  God'sword  or  in  keeping  with 
Its  teaching?  Let  the  Lord  say.  In  Gen.  14:20 
we  learn  that  Abraham  gave  tithes  unto  Melcblze- 
dek.  This  was  more  than  four  hundred  years 
before  the  law  was  given.  Abraham  Is  spoken  of 
as  the  father  of  the  faithful.  Melchlzedek  was  a 
type  of  Christ.  Hre  we  see  a  representative  of 
the  faithful  in  Christ  giving  tithes  to  the  type 
of  Jesus  Christ.  The  places  in  the  Old  Testament 
are  too  numerous  to  mention  now,  that  refer  to 
the  question  of  tithing.  In  Malachi  1,  not  giving  the 
tenth  and  free  will  offerings  are  called  robbing 
God.  In  Matt.  23:28,  Jesus  commends  giving  the 
tenth  To  my  own  mind  tithing  is  clearly  taught 
as  our  duty.  As  for  me  I  would  rather  risk  sup¬ 
porting  my  family  on  nine  tenths  of  my  Income 
than  to  risk  keeping  the  whole  instead  of  giving 
God  his  part,  t

Prof.  E.  L.  Ford,  M.  A.,  for 
the  Department  of  Modern  Languages;  Mr.  M.  Cu- 
pero,  formerly  connected  with  the  famous  Band  of 
Sousa  of  New  York,  is  the  Director  of  our  large  and 
enthusiastic  college  band.  Mr.  Stanley  L.  Robin¬ 
son,  of  Colgate  University,  is  Head  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Physical  Training, 
has  the  largest  enrollment  in  thej  history  of  the 
College.  There  are  now  360  college  men  enrolled.

a  Bachelor's  Degree  than  any  college  in  Mississip¬ 
pi.

The  committee  on  Publications  reported  recom¬ 
mend: 

1.  That  we  ask  those  who  lead  and  serve  us„ 
to  make  larger  and  larger  use  of  our  small  publi¬ 
cations.  Probably  the  lines  along  which  our  work 
has  been  done  Is  best.  If  a  better  way  la  found 
they  will  use  it. 

2.  That  we  call  attention  to  the  book  store 
we  now  have  In  service,  also  that  we  use  it  as  ouf 
needs  require.  They  have  or  will  get  any  book 
or  pamphlet  we  want. 

3.  That  we  commend  the  effort  being  made  to 
have  our  own  publishing  plant  at  the  earliest 

•  practicable  moment.  No  addition  to  our  facilities 
is  needed  more  at  this  time. 

4.  That  we  call  upon  our  pastors  and  church 
leaders,  to  put  the  Record  In  the  homes  of  the 
members.  That  the  means  best  suited  to  each 
church  may  be  used,  is  agreeable,  entirely,  but 
experience  seems  to  dictate  that  it  is  best  to  put 
the  Record  In  the  local  budget.  / 

6.  That  we  ask  pastors,  teachers,  workers  of  all 
our  church  projections  to  do  their  part  toward 
making  ours  the  best  Baptist  newspaper  of  all 
the  good  ones. 

This  report  was  discussed  freely  by  several  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Convention.  The  following  communi¬ 
cation  was  read  by  President  Rowe: 

Thirty  students  now  enrolled  in  the  8.  W.  B.  T. 
Seminary  send  their  greetings  to  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  State  Convention  in  session  at  McComb.  We 
wish  to  assure  you  of  our  abiding  Interest  In  the 
Baptist  affairs  of  our  home  state  and  to  wish  for 
you  an  enthusiastic,  profitable  and  deeply  spiritual 
Convention.  We  are  exceedingly  proud  of  the 
noble  part  which  Mississippi  has  taken  in  our 
great  75  Million  Campaign,  and  we  are  constantly 
praying  for  us  to  return  to  our  native  state  with 
greatly  helpful  equipment  for  service  which  we 
are  receiving  in  the  Institution.  We  extend  the 
most  cordial  welcome  to  any  others  from  our  state 
who  wish  to  Join  us  in  this  training  camp.  We 
can  assure  any  whose  faces  are  turned  this  way 
that  they  will  find  here  every  means  and  op¬ 
portunity  necessary  to  the  development  of  Chris¬ 
tian  efficiency.  As  students  of  the  Southwestern 
Seminary  we  gladly  present  it  to  our  home  Con¬ 
vention  with  our  heartiest  endorsement.  Again 
we  wish  to  submit  to  you  assurance  of  our  loyalty 
and  constant  affection.

MISSISSIPPI  BAPTI8T  HOSPITAL 
The  Hospital  has  not  been  able  to  care  for  any¬ 
thing  like  all  who  applied  for  admittance,  from 
lack  of  room  .Time  and  time  again,  applications 
were  made  when  every  bed  was  occupied.  Quite 
a  number  of  people  have  been  brought  to  the 
hospital  and  find,  on  arrival,  that  there  was  no 
room.  Addition  Is  being  made  to  provide  35 
more  beds. 

The  extension  will  cost  $75,000.00,  exclusive  of 
the  furnishings.  The  75  Million  fund  has  provid¬ 
ed  3  1-3  per  cent  of  the  income  for  our  own  hos¬ 
pital.  The  Income  from  this  source  last  year  has 
been  $20,493.52.  The  hospital  suffered  great  loss 
In  the  death  of  Z.  D.  Davis.  He  had  been  a  trus¬ 
tee  from  the  very  beginning. 

The  Training  School  for  the  nurses  has  had  a 
good  year.  Rev.  M.  K.  Thornton  ,  was  elected 
Superintendent  in  February.  He  is  getting  the 
work  in  hand  satisfactorily.  Miss  Stamps  has 
been  elected  Superintendent  of  the  nurses.  The 
Hospital  needs  more  money  to  do  more  charity 
work — replace  the  Superintendent’s  home  which 
was  burned,  and  to  buy  an  X-ray  machine.  The 
Committee  recommends: 
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1.  That  our  brethren  throughout  the  State, 
where  they  can  do  so,  without  Interfering  with 
their  76  Million  pledges,  send  something  to  help 
care  for  the  increasing  number  of  charity  cases 
that  need  hospital  accommodations.  \ 

2.  That  our  cnurches  at  home  try  to  plan  for 
at  least  half  the  expenses  of  any  of  their  members 
who  may  come  to  us  as  charity  patients. 

3.  That  the  brethren  throughout  the  State  help 
to  furnish  the  annex  where  It  Is  possible. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Sunday  Schools 
report  pressed  the  idea  of  the  Summer  normal 
was  presented  by  W.  S.  Allen  of  Hattiesburg.  The 
The  country  churches  need  that  these  normals  be 
held  with  them  instead  of  in  the  towns  or  cities. 

There  have  been  757  diplomas,  163  red  Seals. 
66  Blue  Seals,  7  Post  graduate  diplomas,  and  six 
gold  Seals  have  been  delivered.  Mississippi  stands 
3rd  in  A-l  Sunday  schools.  Pontotoc  was  the  first 
Sunday  School  In  the  8outh  to  reach  *the  Double 
A-l  Standard.  There  are  now  only  two  in  the 
South. 

The  Quartette  sang,  "Zion  Surrounded.”  This 
was  refreshing  and  all  felt  delightfully  helped. 
Dr.  Crutcher  announced  the  fact  that  the  expenses 
of  the  Quartette  had  not  been  provided  for.  Two 
of  them  are  preparing  for  the  ministry  and  two. 
for  Gospel  Singers.  A  collection  was  taken  which 
more  than  covered  their  expenses.  Dr.  W.  C. 
James  Secretary  of  the  Education  Board,  of  Bir¬ 
mingham,  Ala.,  was  granted  time  to  speak  of  the 
Education  Board.  He  did  this  In  his  own  interest 
ing  style.  H.  E.  Dana  spoke  for  the  Southwest¬ 
ern  Seminary.  He  rejoiced  that  he  was  back  at 
home.  Made  an  earnest  plea  for  seminary  educa¬ 
tion.  W.  E.  Farr  from  Fort  Worth,  told  how  the 
8eminary  forces  are  intensely  spiritual  and  evan¬ 
gelistic. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  reported! 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  has  never 
had  a  better  year,  in  her  long  history  than  the  one 
Just  closing.  Eighty-seven  ministerial  students 
attended  school  at  Mississippi  College  and  35  at 
Clark  College,  making  a  total  of  127  men  who  are 
fitting  themselves  for  the  work  of  proclaiming  the 
Gospel  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Thirty-five 
students  at  Mississippi  College  in  their  education¬ 
al  work,  and  25  young  men  at  Clark,  making  a 
total  of  sixty,  and  in  addition  thcroto  paid  all 
outstanding  notes,  and  met  all  other  bills.  The 
report  declares  "out  of  debt.’  The  disbursements 
$11,343  14. 

Dr.  Geo.  H.  Crutcher,  representing  the  Bible 
Institute  at  New  Orleans. 

Mississippi  has  the  second  largest  enrollment  in 
the  Institute. 

The  correspondence  course  has  beer  Introduced 
and  will  be  prose -uted  to  the  very  best  advantage. 

In  the  Winter  school  the  book  of  Genesis,  and 
Romans  will  be  taught.  He  urged  that  we  make 
it  possible  for  tho  preachers  who  qeed  to  study 
in  the  Institute  to  a  tend  this  school  In  January 
to  get  the  lectures. 

The  Bible  Institute  Is  endeavoring  to  "train  lay¬ 
men  for  leaderships. 

The  Convention  adjourned  until  7*30.  Bene¬ 
diction  was  pronounced  by  Pastor  Thro.  Whitfield. 
Wrdnrtday — Evening  Session. 

The  Convention  has  passed  through  a  strenuos 
program  during  the  day  and  there  appears  to  be 
a  little  weariness  in  thje  flesh,  but  a  good  crowd 
has  gathered. 

Rev.  O.  P .  Estes  of  Lyon,  leads  In  a  spirited  song 
service  which  wakes  the  people  up. 

Dr.  E.  B.  Hatcher  conducted  the  devotions— 
"Come  Though  Almighty  King,”  was  rung.”  Read 
Jno.  1-42.  Dr.  W.  C.  Tyree,  of  Greenwood  led  in 
prayer.  The  greatest  school  In  history  Is  the  so- 
called  college  of  12  men  he  selected.  His  com¬ 
ments  were  helpful  and  Illuminating.  Dr.  W.  A. 
Borum,  of  Natchex,  offered  prayer,  sung  "I  Love 
Thy  Kingdom  Lord.” 

The  Education  Commislon  presented  Its  report 
through  W.  M.  Whittington,  chairman.  The  re¬ 
port  recounts  the  doings  of  the  several  schools  be¬ 
longing  to  the  denomination.

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sonal  worth  may  succeed  In  forging  to  the  front 
by  sheer  spiritual  force.  Officialism  can  never 
make  a  Baptist  prominent.  Where  everybody  Is 
bishop,  nobody  is  bishop!  "Every  man  his  own 
pope'"  is  the  Baptist  position;  so  anarchy  can  be 
averted,  as  well  as  inefficiency ,  only  as  the  com¬ 
mon  spirit  of  Christ  binds  all  together  under  his 
divine  leadership. 

Baptists  have  always  spumed  success  which 
comes  from  any  support  the  state  might  give. 
They  prefer  to  do  their  work  without  secular 
aid,  since  "the  weapons  of  our  warfare  are 
not  carnal,  but  spiritual."  Voluntary  offerings  of 
a  devoted  people  is  their  sole  reliance  for  outward 
support  In  their  work. 

Baptists  have  no  authoritative  creed  to  bind 
them  together,  and  so  give  unity  of  belief  to  their 
constituency.  Their  only  hope  of  unity  of  doctrine 
and  'so  efficiency  in  propagating  their  beliefs,  is 
that  they  all  rely  upon  the  same  Spirit,  given  to 
guide  men  Into  all  the  truth.  He  must  be  their 
rellance  as  each  for  himself  opens  up  the  Word  of 
Truth.  Creeds  have  been  powerful  agencies,  but 
Baptists  cannot  use  them. 

We  have  never  relied  on  education  nor  insisted 
that  all  our  ministers  should  be  ground  through 
a  certain  course  of  training.  Nor  have  Baptists 
been  able  to  depend ’on  social  strategy  as  an  asset 
in  the  religious  life,  nor  upon  wealth.  For  in 
comparison  with  many  other  bodies  we  are  tn 
these  far  behind.  Our  spirit  has  sent  us  with  a 
message  to  the  masses.  Hence  the  "classes”  are 
not  specially  drawn  to  us.  , 

And  yet.  in  spite  of  ail  these  handicaps  Baptists 
have  succeeded  in  this  country  as  have  few  others 
But  our  success  has  come  solely  from  the  emphasis 
we  place  on  the  eternal  and  spiritual  things— and 
in  direct  proportion  to  our  stress  upon  these. 
Other  people  may  succeed  by  th0  use  of  other 
weapons,  but  Baptists,  never.  We  may  perhaps 
learn  some  lessons  from  others  in  matters  of  co¬ 
operation,  worship,  education,  etc.,  but  it  is  well 
for  us  to  understand  that  Baptist  success  does  not 
lie  In  ability  to  Imitate  others,  nor  In  any  external 
agency  whatsoever,  but  In  the  success  with  which 
we  are  able  to  utilize  spiritual  forces  to  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  spiritual  ends. — Bbptlst. 


RELIGIOUS  DIVISIONS  AND  CONDITIONS 

The  religious  following  of  the  country  is  divided 
between  Greek  and  Roman  Catholic  dominantly 
and  between  Lutherans,  Baptists,  etc.  The  govern¬ 
ment  gives  evangelicals  their  righu  and  privileges 
except  as  these  are  occasionally  abridged  by  bigoted 
priests  and  fanatics  whom  the  priests  inspire  to 
lawless  persecution.  The  war  has  liberalised  the 
thinking  of  the  people  as  well  as  left  them  with  a 
sense  of  religious  need.  The  views  of  Baptists  re¬ 
ceive  respectful  consideration  and  their  proclama¬ 
tion  excites  earnest  inquiry. 

Physical  suffering  among  the  people  Is  great. 
The  war  claimed  many  of  the  men.  arrested  indus¬ 
try,  and  destroyed  much  property.  The  money  of 
the  country  Is  cheap,  and  living  expenses  high. 
There  are  many  war  widows  and  orphans,  and 
others  who  by  the  incidents  of  war  are  incapacita¬ 
ted.  These  physical  conditions  while  appealing 
and  urgent  in  themselves,  add  to  the  missionary 
opportunity.  A  cup  of  cold  water  now  given  in  the 
name  of  a  disciple  will  not  be  forgotten  when 
missionaries  make  appeals  to  those  whose  greater 
need  is  the  Bread  of  Life.  Southern  Baptists  are 
given  a  chance  to  win  a  favorable  offering  for  their 
faith  by  showing  the  compassions  of  Christ  to 
little  children  and  others  who  are  hungry  and 
cold.

PLL«IT  REVERENCE. 


A  great  statesman  declared  that  if  America 
Is  ever  destroyed  that  It  would  be  through  ir¬ 
reverence.  He  uttered  a  great  truth.  Irrever¬ 
ence  undermines  our  entire  humanity  and  de- 
stroyes  the  very  foundation  of  our  faith.  It 
sweeps  away  the  strongest  element  of  devotion 
to  God.  In  fact,  it  paves  the  way  for  reckless 
disregard  for  the  dignity  of  all  law  and  order. 

Irreverence  for  God.  for  the  Sabbath  and  re¬ 
ligious  matters  generally  prevails  to  day  to  an 
alarming  extent.  Can  It  be  said  that  this  irre¬ 
verence  began  at  the  House  of  God  and  even  in 
the  nulplt?  Have  we  lowered  the  pulpit  too 
much  downward  on  the  level  of  the  earthly  un¬ 
til  It  has  contributed  to  this  wordly  and  scep¬ 
tical  age. 

This  writer  does  not  claim  that  there  Is  any 
thing  especially  sacred  in  mere  brick  and  mor¬ 
tar  or  in  a  table  or  desk  elevated  on  a  platform, 
but  he  does  believe  that  the  service  to  which 
these  things  have  been  dedicated  Is  sacred  and 
Bhould  be  held  with  the  deepest  reverence.  A 
minister  of  the  gospel  is  Indeed  a  man  among 
men  and  is  not  clothed  in  a  parsimonious  garb, 
but  his  high  calling  Is  sacred  and  therefore  his 
life  and  deportment  among  men  should  be  in 
keeping  with  His  divine  work.  Likewise  the 
sacredness  of  the  pu’pit  must  be  preserved  if  it 
rises  higher  than  a  lecture  bench  or  a  political 
platform.  The  lack  of  spiritual  force  of  the 
pulpit  and  the  weakness  of  its  discourses  is  due 
largely  to  the  perversion  of  Its  uses  to  mere 
worldly  purposes.  These  abuses  can  be  clearly 
designated  In  a  few  of  some  of  the  common 
practices; 

1st:  Used  as  a  p'ace  for  sport  and  entertain¬ 
ment.  We  believe  in  fun  and  entertainment  In 
their  proper  places  and  time  but  have  never  felt 
that  the  pulpit  was  a  proper  place  for  such 
things.  When  as  a  student  at  the  Seminary, 
this  writer,  was  Invited  to  a  church  entertain¬ 
ment,  and.  to  his  surprise,  it  was  held  in  a 
church  auditorium  and  over  the  pulpit  was 
spread  a  sheet  on  which  was  printed  a  donkey 
rninys  a  tail.  People  were  blindfolded  and 
tried  to  pin  the  tail  on  the  donkey.  The  next 
day  I  tried  to  preach  In  that  pulpit  and  to  save 
me  that  donkey  was  still  very  vlyid  In  my  mind. 

It  was  not  a  very  comfortab'e  feeling,  and  how 
the  audience  felt  I  could  not  Imagine.  The 
association  of  the  previous  entertainment  de¬ 
stroyed.  in  my  mind  at  least,  the  spiritual 
atmosphere  and  divine  significance  of  the  place. 

I  resolved  there  and  then  never  to  consent  to 
such  Innovations  to  take  place  tn  the  pulpit  or 
church  to  which  I  was  called  as  pastor. 

2nd;  Over  stressing  of  mere  practical  to  the 
neglect  of  spiritual  truths.  Religion  Is  Indeed 
practical,  but  there  can  never  be  any  wholesome

Jugoslavia.

THECOUNTRY 

Jugo-Slavia  is  the  new  nation  which  has  been 
formed  out  of  territory  lying  northeast  of  the 
formed  out  of  territory  lying  northeast  .of  the  Adria- 
gary.  Serbia,  Montenegro,  etc.  It  comprises  a  terrl- 
of  75,000  square  miles  lying  between  the  Adriatic 
and  the  present  Austria,  Hungary,  Roumania  and 
Bulgaria.  Much  of  the  country  is  as  beautiful  as 
the  Swiss  Xlpine  region,  although  in  parts  the 
agricultural  population  have  to  deal  with  rugged 
nature.  It  is  probable  that  there  will  be  great  in¬ 
crease  in  mineral  developments  in  Jugo-Slavia 
when  once  foreign  capital  is  given  guarantee  of 
security. 

When  once  the  dread  and  passion  of  war  have 
been  allayed  In  these  people,  and  they  can  give 
themselves  to  peaceful  pursuits  under  the  inspira¬ 
tion  of  their  own  national  life  and  the  greater  in¬ 
spiration  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  in  case  this  is  ap¬ 
plied  In  its  purity,  a  vigorous  Civilization  and  ad¬ 
mirable  type  of  Individual  will  be  developed  in  the 
nation.  There  is  found  here  elements,  character¬ 
istics,  and  aspiration  which  guarantee  this  under 
such  Influences  as  we  have  named.  The  truth  ia 
that  so  few  of  the  Europeans  who  come  to  Ameri¬ 
ca  settle  in  the  South,  and  our  acquaintance  is 
consequently  so  limited  that  we  have  not  rightly 
appraised  many  of  these  people.  The  resistance 
which  they  have  through  the  centuries  offered  to 
oppression,  and  the  way  they  have  preserved  their 
racial  identity  amidst  disintegrating  Influences  is 
a  mark  of  racial  stamina  which  we  cannot  Ignore 
in  forecasting  the  future  of  any  people  when  once 
they  are  given  opportunity  for  self-expression  and 
seif-detrmlnatlon.  This  applies  not  only  to  Jugo¬ 
slavia,  but  indeed  to  all  the  Continental  racial 
groups.

It 
Is  easier  to  preaph  on  practical  themes  while  It 
requires  deep  study  of  God's  work  and  devout 
prayer  to  unfold  the  great  truths  of  God's 
word.  We  often  hear  more  sermons  on  the 
Political,  financial,  social  and  business  ques¬ 
tions  than  we  do  on  the  great  fundamental  doc¬ 
trines  of  the  gospel.  I  believe  that  the  pulpit 
should  deepen  this  spiritual  life  of  the  hearers 
and  Increase  the  spirit  of  devotion  and  direct 
the  minds  of  the  people  to  the  thoughts  of  God. 

3rd:  Tirades  against  sin  and  public  evil 
Sin  should  be  condemned  and  evil  exposed,  but 
that  can  be  done  to  such  an  extent  and  in  such 
a  way  to  do  harm  and  realy  repel  sinners.  In¬ 
tend  of  winning  them  to  Jesus  Christ  The 
currycomb  is  needed  some  times  but  a  poor 
animal  needs  something  el*t>  besides  being  rak¬ 
ed  over  the  back.  If  we  would  put  more  fodder 
n  the  rack  and  feed  the  flock  we  wou'd  have 
less  of  spiritual  dearth  that  prevails  among  tbe 
people.  Such  tirades  may  please  a  few  people, 
who  like  to  see  a  fight,  and  may  draw  crowds 
but  they  never  won  lost  souls  nor  Increased  the 
spiritual  force  of  the  pulpit  nor  promote  rever¬ 
ence  for  relig.ous  matters. 

<th.  By  the  use  of  Improper  language.  Of 
all  the  p  aces  In  the  world  where  chaste  and 
refined  language  should  be  used  ought  to  be  In 
the  pulpit.  I  have  heard  expressions  and  tales 
related  in  the  pulpit  that  border  on  the  vulgar 
and  Indecent,  and  even  caused  cultured  men 
and  women  to  bow  their  heads  in  shame.  The 
churches  ought  to  safeguard  their  pulpits  from 
men  who  have  no  sense  of  propriety.  Slang 
ought  to  be  out  of  place  anywhere  among  cul¬ 
tured  people  and  certain'y  has  no  place  In  the 
pulpit.  How  can  we  expect  to  create  culture 
and  purity  among  the  people  unless  we  main- 
tain  it  in  the  pulpit? 

6th;  By  using  the  pulpit  for  mere  personal 
interest.  Here  Is  where  he  can  vent  his  spleen, 
ride  bis  own  hobby,  take  advantage  of  people 
who  have  no  opportunity  to  reply,  prune  down 
the  doctrines,  lower  the  standards  and  cater  to 
the  words  wavs  in  order  that  be  himself  may 
be  popular.  Rather  should  be  realize  that  he 
stood  in  the  place  of  God  and,  as  his  ambassa 
dor.  endeavor  to  please  God  rather  than  man  or 
promote  his  own  Interest.  He  is  God's  repre¬ 
sentative  and  as  he  rises  to  this  high  respon¬ 
sibility  he  will  promote  the  deepest  reverence 
for  tbe  pu  pit  and  Its  sacred  place  in  Ood's 
kingdom.

Accepting  what  it  belives  to  be  the  share  of 
Southern  BaptlsU  for  the  evangelization  of  Europe, 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  just  voted  to  enter 
Spain,  Jugo  slavia,  Hungaria,  Roumanla  and  the 
Ukraine,  regarded  by  many  as  the  most  promising 
missionary  fields  in  Europe  today.  Plans  have 
been  formulated  for  the  occupation  of  those  fields 
at  an  early  date. 

Outstanding  In  the  year's,  foreign  missionary 
achievement  was  the  sailing  from  Vancouver.  B.  C. 
August  17,  of  nearly  100  workers  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  including  new  appointees  and 
others  returning  to  the  Orient  after  a  year's  fur¬ 
lough  at  home.  This  was  the  largest  number  of 
missionaries  ever  sent  out  at  a  single  time  by  a 
single  board.  At  the  same  time  other  ships  were 
bearing  other  missionaries  of  our  board  to  Africa 
and  South  America.

The  needs  of  Its  growing  Mexican  work,  the  en¬ 
largement  of  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  El 
Paso,  the  demands  of  the  missionary  work  in  Cuba, 
the  calls  of  the  mountain  schools,  tbe  pleas  of  the 
churches  everywhere  for  help  in  their  building 
programs  Impelled  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  lay 
out  Its  current  year's  work  on  decidedly  the  largest 
scale  ever  attempted,  the  budget  for  the  year  be¬ 
ing  $2,916,617.  There  are  a  million  Mexicans  in 
Texas  and  New  Mexico  to  whom  the  Home  Board

Orphanage  Share  Hatter  Fate. 

While  It  has  not  been  possible  to 
set  a  detailed  report  from  all  the 
Southern  Baptist  orphanages,  set¬ 
ting  forth  how  they  have  fared  from 
the  Campaign,  all  except  one  of 
those  reporting  tell  of  larger  re¬ 
ceipts  than  before  as  a  result  of  the 
Campaign.  These  Increases  range 
from  20  to  76  per  cent.  Nearly 
11,000.000  has  come  into  the  treas¬ 
uries  of  the  orphanages  already  as 
a  result  of  the  Campaign  and  Im¬ 
provements  to  the  value  of  -250,000 
are  under  way.

tist  institution  of  healing  has  ex- 
isted  before. 

In  ArkansaR.  for  Instance^  the 
Davis  Hospital  at  Pine  Bluff  was 
purchased,  overhauled  and  equip¬ 
ped  by  the  Baptists  and  Is  already 
doing  a  large  and  helpful  work, 
while  the  campaign  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Baptist  State  hospital 
In  Little  Rock  resulted  In  cash  and 
subscription  to  the  amount  of  $327,- 
000.  Plans  for  a  modern  hospital 
of  300  beds  for  Little  Rock  have 
been  approved  but  pending  better 
building  conditions  the  Baptists 
have  purchased  a  small  hospital 
and  block  of  ground  In  that  city  and 
have  begun  operations.  When  the 
new  bonding  Is  erected  the  old  one 
will  be  used  for  a  nurses'  home. 

Alabama  Baptists  plan  to  erect  a 
hospital  from  the  surplus  Campaign 
proceeds  In  that  state.  Kentucky 
has  $100,000  in  cash  assets  toward 
the  establishment  of  a  hospital  In 
Louisville,  the  proposed  North  Caro¬ 
lina  hospital  has  $100,000  to  its 
credit  from  the  Campaign  and  an 
offer  of  $100,000  and  a  site  from 
cities  competing  for  the  location, 
while  the  recently  projected  Virgi¬ 
nia  Baptist  hospital  at  Lynchburg 
has  assets  of  about  $63,000,  of 
which  amount  $81,313  has  come 
through  the  regular  Campaign  chan¬ 
nels.  As  a  result  of  the  larger 
things  which  the  Campaign  made  ' 
possible  for  the  Baptist  Memorial  | ' 
Hospital  at  Memphis  the  cttlsens  of  ! 
that  city  subscribed  $712,000  for! 
that  Institution,  and  campaigns 


indicated  In  the  conservative  esti¬ 
mate  that  the  ordinance  of  baptism 
has  been  administered  to  practical¬ 
ly  175,000  persons  In  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  during  the  associatlon- 
al  year  of  1920.  This  Is  by  all  odds 
the  largest  number  of  baptisms  ever 
reported  in  a  single  year  and  the 
indications  are  that  when  all  the 
final  figures  are  in  this  total  will  be 
larger  rather  than  smaller.  It  was 
impossible  to  secure  exact  reports 
from  all  the  associations  at  this 
time.
